Too often, however, people sdem

Tlie fact Is that 
business profits and the public

Recall ju.st n few items ib soil how 
true this is: Bankruptcy of lllc 
'Ponn Central brought, pleas for 
government help of $100 million or 
• more. Lockheed is depending upon 
oven more government help to 
stave off bankruptcy. 

The five largest airlines. United, 
American, TWA, Eastern and Pan 
American, incurred losses of some 
$140 million last year and are 
seeking higher fares and mergers 
to reduce competition. While the 
Big Five were losing heavily, the 
Smaller Seven, which includes 
Continental and Delta, were 
showing an aggregate profit of, 
some $50 million. How could this 
be? 

Robert F. Six, president of 
Continental, told a Senate com- 
mittee investigating the financial 
woes of the airline industry Uiat it 
waH due to their own bad 
mi.nagcmcnt. The tad, that his 
airline and others made substantial

Nylon, for example, Is an

In dry weather, wonrlng

"Our statisticians would
